We are not at all Interested In
restoring the piece to its
former popularity. We believe It
better to popularise the

.piece, because It will enable us
to be more liberal and thorough
and to do better work with less
effort. . We expect, however, to
keep our prices well within the
range of 10 cents to 80 cents.

A few dishes will probably have
to sell for more than SO cents
because of their more expensive
nature, being composed princi-
pally of beef or ohlcken, or some
being more sumptuous In variety
and accompanied by highly fla
vored sauces. In such eaaas wff
will moat likely have to go above
60 cents.

These Ideas are expressed so
that the management may Rt a
better conception of the oexn-pan-

plan and policy 'and alarger picture of the true situa-
tion.
